The proposed offer is for food 
stores in San Bernardino and Riv- 
erside counties. 

Request of the employes here is 
similar to the proposal made in 
Los Angeles. Thursday the 
deadline for the issue to be settled 
in Los Angeles county, where at 
a conference yesterday, employers 
offered $55 for a 40-hour week as 
compared with the current $40 
for 40 hours.
